tile-man, wio goes about corrupting and venting his Errors, he is often in 
weſtminſter-Hall, and on the Exchange ; he comes'into publique meetings 
of the SeAaries upon oecalions of meeting to draw yp Petitions for the Par- 
liament or other buſineflzs. This man about 7 or 8 ears ago, fell cff from 
the Communion of our Churches, ro Independency yd Browniſm, and was 
much taken with Mr. Robinſons Books, as that of the Inſtification of Sepa« 
ration z from that ke fell ro Anabrpriſm and Armifjianiſm, and to Morta- 
liſm , holding the Soul Mortal (heis judged: to be, the Author, or at leaſt 
to have had a great hand inthe Book of the 17ortaliry of the Sonl.) Aﬀter that 
he fell to be a Seeker, and is now an Anti ſcripturilt;*a Queſtioniſt and Scep- 
tick, and I fear an Atheiſt. This pprightey is one of the chief heads of thoſe 
that deny the Scriptures to be the Word of God ; and{4hat queſtions all points 
of Chriſtian Religion : He hath vented himſclf to ſome in City and Countrey; 
as to Mr. Cole, Mr. Fartbing Mr. P. a Miniſter, aifo ty/an honeſt man of Wix-

' Among all the confuſion and diſorder in Church. gyatters both of opinions 
and pra&iſes, and particularly of all ſorts of Mechapicks taking upon them 
to preach and baprtize, as Smiths, Taylors, Shoomakers, Pedlars, Wea- 
vers, &c. there are alſo ſome women-Preachers in; our times, who keep 
conſtant LeRures , preaching weekly to many men ard women. In Lixcolne 
ſoire, in Holand and thoſe parts , there is a woman Preacher who preaches, 
(irs cercain) and tis reporred allo ſhe baptiz2:h , buzzthatrs not ſo certain. In 
the Iſle of Ely, (chat]fl ind of Errors and SeRtaries) is a woman-preacher 
alſo: In Hartferd/tire allo there are ſome woman preachers who take upon 
them at meetings to expeuund the Scriptures in Hdhſes, and Leys upon 
Texts, as on Rem. $.
